We trust that the House will 
take up, to-day, this substitute which em- 
bodies the recommendations of the Governor, 
and pass it. The reorganization of the mili- 
tia is demanded by the exigencies of the times 
and the bill mentioned above presents a most 
excellent system. Let its passage be recorded.
